I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Ilepo"t  for  the  year  1956 
for  the  Rural  Districts  of  Hein si ey,  T irkbynoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Malton  and  Pickering.  In  the  text  of  this  report, 
unless  there  is  soi.ie  natter  which  requires  particular  consent  in  respect 
of  one  district,  reference  will  only  be  r.ade  to  the  area  as  a whole  under 
the  designation  of  the  P-yedale  Area.  Reports  of  this  nature,  which  are  in 
the  main  statistical,  give  an  inaccurate  picture  of  the  health  of -a  district 
when  applied  to  a snail  population  over  the  period  of  one  year.  igures 
for  the  whole  area  are  less  liable  to  fluctuations  due  to  non- significant 
causes  but  it  oust  be  renerbered  that,  even  as  a whole,  the  area  h:  s a 
relatively  snail  population.  In  the  statistical  cun-nary  figures  are 
included  for  each  district  separately,  not  because  these  figures  have  any 
significance  but,  because  it  is  the  statutory  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer 
cf  Health  to  produce  a report  for  each  district  he  serves.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

( i ) Laboratory  Facilities , 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton,  it  van  calls  once  a week  to  collect  specimens. 


(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 


The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  & Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside, 

Mai ton  & Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  Area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 
area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this  service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child 
welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is  carried  out  by 
general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  home. 

A scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  was 
introduced  during  the  year  and,  in  May  to  June  1956,  222  children  were  given 
a complete  course  and  50  received  one  dose  of  vaccine.  The  number  of 
children  who  were  registered  for  vaccination  was  2009. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a confinement  or  ill-health 
of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.

Rural  Housing'  Survey 

Inspections  of  houses  under  this  survey  have  again  been 
carried  out  whenever  an  opportunity  presented  itself.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  5* nr  154  houses  had  been  inspected  and  S3  were 
inspected  during  the  year  making  a total  of  237 • 

A further  two  cottages  were  demolished  during  the  year 
by  the  owners  but,  the  cottages  being  empty,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  make  available  alternative  accommodation. 


Housing  Act,  1949 . Improvement  Grants 

Twenty two  applications  for  grants  were  received  during 
the  year  all  of  which  were  for  improvements.  Ail  of  these 
am lie at i ons  were  considered  by  the  Improvement  Grants  Sub- 
committee before  submission  to  the  Housing  Committee.  Two 
of  the  applications  were  referred  back  to  the  owners  requesting 


further  work  be  carried  out  to  the  houses  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  standard  required.  Neither  of  those  applications  was  re- 
submitted . 

The  remaining  20  applications  were  approved  and  given 
grants  totalling  £5,257. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Act  completion  certificates 
have  been  issued  in  respect  of  27  houses.  Of  these  one  was  a 
conversion  of  an  existing  building  and  another  was  the  con- 
version of  one  house  to  form  two.  The  total  amount  paid  in 
grants  is  £6,24$:  10:  0.  Sixteen  of  the  27  certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year  and  the  amount  paid  was  £5,332:  10:  0. 


Council  House  Programme 


Fourteen  houses  were  completed  by  'che  Council  during  the 
year  of  which  there  were  four  2 -bedroom. .d  type  and  four  3 - 
bedroomed  type  at  Rye dale  Crescent  and  two  2 -bedroomed  type 
and  four  3 -bedroomed  type  at  Queensway.  All  these  houses  were 
of  brick  construction. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  building  allied  with  the 
decrease  in  subsidy  and  the  increase  in  loan  charges  the 
Council  decided  not  to  undertake  any  Council  House  building 
for  a period  of  1 year  when  the  matter  would  be  reconsidered. 


Fifteen  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during,  the 
year  other  than  Council  Houses  and  one  was  under  construction.

There  were  sufficient  supplies  of  water  from  the  moorland 
springs  throughout  the  whole  of  last  year-  and  only  once  was  it 
found  necessary  to  augment  the  Kirkbymoorside  supply'  with  water 
drawn  from  the  Ryedalo  Joint  Water  Board’s  supply  at  Low  Park. 
This  resulted  in  no  small  measure  from  the  work  of  cleaning 
the  Farndale  Main  together  with  the  exceptional  rainfall  during 
the  summer  months  and  the  discovery  of  several  longstanding 
bursts  the  water  from  which  was  not  showing  above  ground. 

156  samples  for  bacterial  analysis  were  taken  during  the 
year  of  which  117  were  completely  free  from  contamination,  23 
showed  slight  contamination  and  l6  showed  fairly  substantial 
contamination. 


Most  of  the  bad  samples  were  taken  from  points  between 
the  springs  and  the  chlorinators.  An  investigation  is  still 
continuing  into  the  cause  of  the  contamination  which  only  takes 
place  after  very  heavy  rain. 

The  erection  of  indicator  posts  has  continued  and 
several  valves  and  hydrants  have  been  discovered  under  the 
ground.  The  covers  of  these  have  been  raised  and  a post 
erected.  Plates  will  be  fitted  when  all  the  valves  have  been 
marked . 


During  the  year  the  fixing  of  meters  on  farm  and 
business  supplies  was  commenced.  This  work  ..Was  edrried  out. 
by  .tho  two' local  plumbers,  with  the  Council  providing  materials 
and  44  meters  were  fitted. 

The  length  of  4"  main  from  Lowna  Chlorinator  to  Gillamoor 
by  way  of  Gillamoor  Bank  was  cleaned  during  the  year  by 
mechanical  boring  apparatus.  The  main  was  very  heavily 
corroded  but  on  completion  all  the  corrosion  had  been  removed. 
Meter  readings,  show  much  higher  flow  on  this  main  than  previous 
ly  and  the  main  will  now  carry  all  oho  water  discharged  from 
the  springs  to  Cockpit  Reservoir  which  was  impossible  before. 


s 


All  works  of  repair  to  the  Council's  water  mains  and 
fittings  are  carried  out  by  local  tradesmen  and  now  that  meters 
are* being  installed  on  farm  and  business  supplies  I would  again 
stress  the  need  to  employ  a water  bailiff  to  carry  out  this 
work.'' 

The  -ever -increasing  use  of  water  demands  an  efficient 
system  and  it  becomes  more  difficult  every  year  to  give  the 
Waterworks,  the  attention  they  should  have. 

ADMINISTRATION 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  my  department  to  administer 
the  water  supplies  owned  by  this  Council  together  with  those 
owned  jointly  by  the  Kirkbymoorside  & Helmsley  Rural  District 
Councils . 

The  Joint  Scheme  is  augmented  by  supplies  of  water  from 
the  Ryodale  Joint  Water  Board  and  has  given  satisfaction 
throughout  the  year.  A reduction  in  the  amount  of  water 
purchased  from  the  Water  Board  has  resulted  from  the  repair  of 
many  leaks  and  the  abolition  of  certain  lengths  of  black  iron 
service  pipe  on  the  Ex-R.A.F.  Station  at  Wombleton  which  were 
no  longer  in  use  and  in  poor  condition. 

During  the  period  under  review  34  visits  were  made  to 
the  Joint  Scheme. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Regular  Maintenance  was  .carried  out  to  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Kirby  Mills  during  1956  but  as  in  previous 
years  their  inability  to  cope  with  the  heavy  flow  resulted  in 
many  complaints  from  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board. 

Plans,  however,  are  being  prepared  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineer  for  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a suitable  site  will  be  obtained,  and.  that  early 
sanction  will  be  given  for  the  work  to  commence. 


JOINT'  SSWAQ-5  DISPOSAL  SCHEME 

My  Department  administer  the  sewage  disposal  plant  at 
Wombleton  under  a joint  Committee  of  the  Kirkbymoorside  and 
Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils.  This  plant  servos  the 
parishes  of  Nawton,  3ead.lam  and  Harome  and  during  the  year  the 
work  of  connecting  the  parish  of  Wombleton  was  carried,  out. 

This  involved  the  laying  of  approximately  2,250  ycls . of 
earthenware  pipes  and  the  erection  of  an  ejector  station. 


Most  of  the  foul  connections  to  the  old  sewers  at 
Bead.lam  and.  Harome  have  now  been  . transferred  to  the  new  sewer 
but  there  remain  many  connections  to  be  transferred  at  Nawton 
and.  Wombleton.  It  is  hoped  that"  permission  will  be  given  for 
this  work  to  proceed  in  the  near  future  in  ord,er  to  prevent  the 
discharge  of  foul  matter  into  gutters  as  at  present.

DRAINAGE 

The.  inspection  of  all  new  drainage  works  by  this 
Department  has  continued,  and  drains  have  been  tested  hydraulically.

Advice  is  given  on  drainage  layouts  and  close 
co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Builders  whenever 
possible.  Constant  attention  is  given  to  open  sewage  ditches 
and  Council-owned  septic  tanks  are  given  attention  whenever 
necessary.  Choked  drains  and  sewers  are  cleaned  whenever 
necessary . 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  forthcoming  year  these  tanks 
together  with  those  at  Womb le tori  will  be  by-passed  and  the 
drains  connected  to  the  new  sewers. 

Much  of  the  Department’s  time  continues  to  bo  taken  up 
with  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  parts  of  the  District 
where  there  are  no  sewage  disposal  works  or  the  existing  works 
are  incapable  of  dealing  with  the  flew. 

The  danger  of  the  spread  of  disease  from  the  discharge  of 
crude  sewage  into  ditches  and  streams  is  ever  present  and  the 
need  to  devote  much  of  the  Departments  time  tc  this  problem 
will  continue  so  long  as  there  are.  no  proper  sewage  disposal 
arrangements  in  any  part  of  the  District. 

During  the  year  22  conservancy  type  closets  were 
converted  to  W.C.s  and  29  W.C.s  were  installed  in  new  houses. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

The  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  has 
continued  in  Kirkbymoorsido,  Womble-tcn,  Nawton  & Welburn  with 
o.  fortnightly  collection  in  other  villages.  The  refuse  from 
Farndalo  is  collected  monthly. 

A 4 -ton  Bedford  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  with  a 10  cu. 
yd.  capacity  is  -employed  and  has  given  satisfactory  service. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially-controlled  tipping 
at  two  tips  ; one  is  at  C-illarnoor  Road,  Kirkbynocrside  ; and 
the  other  at  Nawton, 

The  tip  at  G-illamoor  Road,  Kirkbymoorsido,  was  almost 
full  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  tipping  of  refuse  from  the  East 
side  of  the  District  had  commenced'  at  Cat ter  Bridge  Farm. 

Whilst  this  site  is  being  used  it  is  intended  to  divert  any 
dry  refuse  available  to  the  Quarry  at  Kirkdalo  Howl  in  order  to 
form  a roadway  which  will  allow  a greater  depth  of  the  Quarry  to 
be  used  for  tipping  than  is  possible  at  the  moment. 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was  £1743* 
PRIVATE  RECHARGEABLE  WORK 

Rechargeable  work  to  the  value  of  £13:  14 : 5 was 
carried  out  by  this  Department  during  the  year.  Sven  more 
attention  has  been  given  this  year  to  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  the  Council's  property  and  consequently  less  work  could  be 
carried  out  for  private  individuals. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Regular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Public 
Conveniences  and  they  continue  tc  be  an  advantage  to  the  Town. 
The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were  £20:  13 : 11. 

Temporary  Conveniences  were  again  erected  in  Farndale 
for  the  use  of  visitors  to  ohe  Dale  in  Daffodil  time.  The 
owner  of  the  land  was  not  in  favour  of  using  these  structures 
but  gave  permission  for  them  to  be  erected  for  the  season  and 
wishes  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  providing  permanent 
ac  c ommodat i on .

continued  to  prove  very  effective  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  rat 
population  of  the  district  is  at  a very  low  level.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  this  is  in  a very  large  measure  due  to  the  continued 
work  of  the  Rodent  Operative  who  is  continually  on  the  look-out 
for  infestations  which  are  not  being  effectively  dealt  with  by 
the  occupiers  of  premises  concerned. 


Wherever  infestations  of  mice  were  reported  they  were 
effectively  dealt  with. 

During  the  year  all  the  manholes  to  the  sewers  in 
Kirkbymoorside,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  parishes  were  baited. 

A total  of  109  manholes  wore  baited  and  it  was  only 
necessary  to  TREAT  6. 

In  view  of  this  result  the  Technical  Rodent  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  recommended  that  no  further  baiting  need  be 
carried  out  until  1957  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  these 
sewerage  systems  are  free  from  rats. 

During  the  year  99&  properties  were  surveyed  and  129 
treatments  carried  out. 

For  work  carried  out  on  private  premises  a sum  of 
approximately  £78:  7:  6 is  recoverable.
